11 , Deductions can be made for damage to or loss of goods 
expressly entrusted to an employed person for loss of money 
for which he is required to account, where such damage or 
losg is duo to his poglect or default , 

Such deduction cannot exceed the amount of the damage or 
logg caused and can be made only after giving the employed 
persons in opportunity for explanation . 

12 , Deductions can be made, equivalent to the valuc there 
of, for house accommodation supplied by the cmoloyer or 
by the Government or any housing board set up under any 
law for the time being in force (whether the Government or 
th : board is the employer or not ) or any other authority en 
gaged in the business of subsidising house accommodation 
which may be specifica in this behalf by the Central Gov 
crnment amenities and services ( other than tools and raw 
materialt ) supplied by the employer ; provided these are ac 
cepted by the employed person as a part of the terms of his 
employment and have in the case of amenities and services 
been authorised by order of the Central Governinent 

13 . ( a ) Deductions can be made for the recovery of ad 
Vance or for adjustment of overpayment of wages . 

( b ) Advances made before the employment began can only 
be recovered from the first payment of wages for a complete 
wage -period . 

( c ) Advances of whatever nature can be made at the cm 
ployer s discretion during the employment. 


8 . No deductions shall be made from wages except those 
atithorised under the Act . ( See paragraphs 9 - 19 below ) . 


9 . ( 1 ) Fines can be imposed only for such acts and omis 
gions as the employer may, with the previous approval of 
the Labour Commissioner , specify by a notice displayed at or 


14 . Deductions can be made for subscription to and for 
repayment of advances from any recognised provident fund . 

15. Deduction can bo made for payment to co -operative 
societies approved by the Central Government or to the postal 
insurance, subject to any conditions imposed by the Central 
Government. 
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- In a caso in which compensation is directed , to b . paw 
under section 15 ( 3 ) the nuthority may direct that a penalty 
not cxceeding fifty rupees be paid to the State Government 
by the employer or any other person responsible for the 
payment of wages. 


Appeal ugainst the Authority 


23, An appeal against an order disinissing either wholly or 
in part an application or against a direction may be prefer 
red within 30 days to the District Court : 
(a ) by the employer if the total amount directed to be 

paid exceeds Rs. 300 /=; 
(b ) by an employed person or any legal practitioner or 

any official of a registered trade union authorised in 
writing to act on his behalf , or any Inspector under 
the Act or any other person permited by authority 
to make an application , if tho total amount of wages 
withheld from him exceeds Rs. 20 from unpaid 
group to which he belongs or belonged exceeds ifty 

Tupees ; 
( c ) by a person directed to pay a penalty for a malı 

cious of vexations application . 


16 , Deductions can be made for ropayment of loans greated 
to tho omployed persons from funds constituted for welfare 
of labour, 

17. Deductions can also be made for repayment of loans 
granted for house building and other purposes , 

18 . Deductions can also be made with the written authon 
sation of the porson employed or payment of any premium 
on his lifo insurance policy to the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India or for the purchaso of securities of the Government 
of India or of any State Government or for being deposited 
in any post office -savings baok in furtherance of any savings 
scheme of any such Government, 

19 . Any loss of wages regulting from withholding of ſincrc 
ment or promotion , reduction to a lower post or time-scale or 
to a lower stage in a time-scalc or suspension does not con 
stituto deduction from wages within the meaning of the Act, 
For this purpose the rules framed by an employer in relation 
to his omploycos in the establishment for the purpose of any 
of the aforosaid penalties shall provide that 

(i ) any such penalty as aforesaid , except the penalty of 

suspension, shall not be imposed unless the person 

concerned 
( ii) ( a ) has been informed for the charges in respect of 

which it is proposed to impose the penalty ; 
(b ) has been givón a reasonable opportunity of 

showing cause why the proposcd penalty should 

not be imposed ; 
( iii) the person concerned is given a right of appeal 
against any order imposing the penalty. 

INSPECTION 
20 . An Inspector can entor on any promises and can exer 
cise thc powers of inspection ( including examination of docu 
ments and taking of evidence ) e he may dcem necessary for 
carrying out the purposes of the Act. 

Complaints of Deductions or Delays 
21 . ( a ) Where irregular deductions are made from wages , 
or detays in paymont take place , an omployed person can 
make an application in the prescribed form within 12 months 
to the Authority appointed by the Central Governmont for the 
purposc . An application delayed beyond this period may lie 
rejected unless sufficient causo for delay is shown. 

(b ) Any legal practitioner, official of a registered trade 
union , Inspector under the Agt af other person actiog with 
the authority can make the complaint on behalf of an on 
ployed person, 

( 0 ) A single application may be presented by, or on behalf 
of any number of persons belonging to the samo ostablish 
ment the payment of who90 wages has been delayed . 

Action by the Authority 
22 . The authority may award compensation to the employ 
od person in addition to ordering tho payment of delayed wages 
of the refund of julegal doductions, 

If a malicious of vexations complaint is made, the autho 
sity may impose a penalty not exceeding Ro. 50 /- on the 
applicant and order that it be paid to the employer. 


Punishments for Breached of the Act. 
24 . Any one tried for delaying the payment of wages ben 
yond the due date , or making any unauthorised deduction 
from wages is liable to a fine up to R4. 500 but only it 
prosecuted with the sanction of the Authority or the Appellate 
Court . 
25 . The employer who 

( 1) does not fix a wage-period , or 
(2 ) makes payment in kind , or 
( 3 ) fails to display at or near the main entrance of the 

work -place or places as the establishmont work - place 
this abstract in English and in the languago of the 

majority of the employed persons , or 
( 4 ) breaks certain rules made under the Act. 
is liable to fine not exceeding Rs. 200 . 

A complaint to this effect can be made only by the Inspector 
or with hind sanction ,
